NEW SOUTH WALES 


SUMMARY OF VITAL STATISTICS, 1966 


This bulletin contains a summary of vital statistics for New South Wales 
for the year ended 31st December, 1966. Detailed statistics for earlier years are 
published in the Official Year Book and in the Part "Population and Vital Statistics" 
of the Statistical Register of New South Wales. 


Population of New South Wales 


The estimates of the population for periods between the 1961 and 1966 
censuses of population and since the 1966 census have been prepared by adding to 
the population ascertained at the previous census the subsequent natural increase 
(the excess of births over deaths) and estimated net migration. The estimated net 
migration component has been based on statistics of oversea migration by State of 
residence-and estimates of interstate transfers of residence, derived from recorded 
transfers of State of residence under child endowment and Commonwealth electoral 
procedures, with an estimated allowance for transfers of residence not covered 
by these procedures. No allowance is made for holiday, business, or other similar 
short-term movements interstate. 


These estimates replace the former series of population estimates, in 
which the net migration component was based on statistics of oversea migration by 
State of embarkation or disembarkation and recorded total movements interstate by 
air, sea, rail, and bus. 


The population estimates are subject to revision in the light of the 
final 1966 census results. 


GEOGRAPHICAL SUBDIVISIONS OF THE STATE 


The Sydney Statistical Division, as defined for general statistical 
purposes, embraces the area in close economic and social contact with Sydney. 
It replaces the Metropolis of Sydney and the Division of Cumberland as delineated 
before 30th June, 1966. The new division comprises the former Cumberland Division, 
that part of Camden Municipality formerly included in the South Coast Division, 
and the part of the City of Blue Mountains east of Linden (32,988 acres with a 
population of 13,829 at 30th June, 4966) formerly included in the Central 
Tableland Division. 


Newcastle Statistical District (within the Hunter and Manning Division) 
and Wollongong Statistical District (within the South Coast Division), as defined 
for general statistical purposes, embrace the area in close economic and social 
contact with the main city. Newcastle Statistical District comprises the Cities 
of Newcastle and Maitland, the more densely populated north-eastern part of the City 
of Greater Cessnock (150,835 acres with a population of 33,804 at 30th June, 1966), 
and the Shires of Lake Macquarie and Port Stephens. Wollongong Statistical District 
comprises the City of Greater Wollongong and the Municipalities of Kiama and 
Shellharbour. These new Statistical Districts were adopted in June, 1966. 


Births registered in New South Wales are allocated to a sub-division of 
the State according to the usual residence of the mother and deaths registered 
are allocated according to the usual residence of the deceased. In cases where 
the usual residence is outside the State, the birth or death is allocated to the 


The figures given in this bulletin for each geographical sub-division 
of the State relate to the area as delineated at 30th June, 1966. 


Still-births. For purposes of record, still-births are registered as deaths as 

well as births, but in this bulletin, still-births are not included in the statistics 
of deaths. A still-born child is defined as "any child of seven months gestation 

or over, not born alive, and includes any child not born alive which measures at 
least fourteen inches, but does not include any child which has actually breathed". 


Infant deaths. The term “infant deaths" relates to the deaths of infants under one 
year of age. 
Classification of Causes of Death. Deaths have been classified in this bulletin 


mocording to the Seventh Revision (1955) of the International Statistical Classifi- 
cation of Diseases, Injuries and Causes of Death.
